Hanged Rajk 
For Treason

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Oct. 15 


—Laszlo Rajk, once one of 


Hungary's top-number Commun- 
ists, was hanged today for trea- 
son—the fate he had begged at 
his trial. 


Rajk, who swept out Hungary's 


middle class smallholders party 
for the Communist revolution in 
1947, 
had 
avidly confessed 
to 


leading a Balkan-wide Yugoslav 
plot to assassinate the biggest 
Hungarian Communists and make 
himself premier. 


Executed with him were two 


associates, Dr. Tiber Szoenyi, 46, 
former director of the, Hungarian 
Communist party's Cadre section, 
and Szoenyi's deputy, 32-year-old 
Andras Szalai. The Cadre Section 
supervised the rank-and-file mem- 
bership. 


Announcement of the execu- 


tions was made by a foreign of- 
fice spokesman. The trap was 
sprung about 6 a. m., presumably 
in a prison courtyard. The place 
of imprisonment was a govern- 
ment secret.

District No. 4 


Proposed District R-4 embraces 


the present school district of La 
Monte, a high school district, and 
twelve surrounding rural districts. 
Four of the rural schools are closed 
this year and eight are operating. 
Most of the pupils from the closed 
schools attend the LaMonte school 
or some other rural school within 
the proposed area. A few attend 
school in Johnson county. Of the 
eight operating schools, four have 
enrollments of ten or fewer resi- 
dent pupils and only one has more 
than fifteen resident pupils en- 
rolled. 


In the entire proposed area the 


resident elementary enrollment is 
186 and the high school enroll- 
ment is eighty-four.

Minnesotan whose serious de 
meaner and quick mind have 
caugh*- attention—and respect—in 
this st; te's sometimes troubled 
political arena. 


Party leaders approached Mrs 


Anderson several months ago with 
the offer. 
She assented eagerly 


and 
awaited final word 
from 


Washington, D. C. 


It came Wednesday, via the An- 


derson rural wall telephone. Mrs 
Anderson put aside her house- 
work to answer scores of con- 
gratulatory calls and messages. 


Adjusting her trim checked sui 


and greying 
auburn 
hair, she 


posed for photographers and re- 
viewed her life, which began in 
Adair, Iowa, in 1909. 


Helen Eugenie Moore Ander- 


son is the daughter of the late 
Rev. E. A. Moore, a Methodist 
minister whose calls took him to 
several small Iowa communities 


Despite breaks in her early 


schooling as her father moved 
from parsonage to parsonage, Eu- 
genie skipped several grades and 
bounded through high school in 
two and a half years, finishing 
third from the top of her class. 
She had just turned 15 when she 
left 
the 
Clarinda, Iowa, high 


school with her diploma. 
Attended Stephens College 
Her higher education began at 


Stephens College, Columbia, Mo., 
continued at Simpson college, In- 
dianola, Iowa, and came to a stop 
temporarily after her junior year 
at Carleton college, Northfield, 
Minn. 
It was while attending Carle- 


ton that she met John P. Ander- 
son, son of Alexander P. Ander- 
son, the inventor of puffed cer- 
eals. John became her artist- 
farmer husband in 1930. While 
remaining in the background he 
seems to heartily 
approve 'his 


wife's political career. 


But before politics came music 


for Mrs. Anderson. She became a 
pipe organist and pianist, attend- 
ing the Institute of Musical Art in 
New York City for two years. 


Life as a concert pianist beck- 


oned, but interest in international 
affairs and politics prevailed. As 
a child, Mrs. Anderson had'listen- 
ed "entranced" as her father and 
grandfather discussed world af- 
fairs "always from their Repub- 
lican point of view." 


In 1937 her interest in interna- 


tional affairs was whetted by a 
trip to Europe—France, Austria, 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and the 
Netherlands—for study and pleas- 
ure.

Pacific railroad's idleness — extended 
longer 


than any of the participants of either side 
expected—shippers have been forced to divert 
their business to other channels. 


Thi* fact must be faced candidly. Already 


there is discussion of the subject locally. Along 
the length and breadth of the Missouri Pacific 
lines there are^ shippers of freight being weaned 
from the railroad. 


After the tramsmen and management resolve 


their differences and freight and passenger 
trains begin to move again, a big selling job 
lies ahead to bring the freight load back to 
normal. Lessened loads mean fewer trains and 
consequent deminution of train crews and shop 
employes. 


Some shippers may be disinclined to return 


to railroad service becaxise they are satisfied 
with a change to other means of moving their 
products; others because they are just sore 
as a boil. 


Notwithstanding, Sedalians should remember 


that this community depends greatly oh the 
prosperity of the Missouri Pacific. All things 
being equal from a service standpoint, the rail- 
road should have the edge when it comes to 
reconsideration of freight shipments which have 
a direct bearing on the employment situation 
In the Sedalia Missouri Pacific shops and 
elsewhere.

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Defese Secretary Johnson 
Politician, Mdkes Spot Decisions 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—In view of the B-36 probe, 


a lot of people are asking questions about Sec- 
retary of Defense Louie Johnson—what kind 
of man he is, how does he operate, what makes 
him tick. 


A thumbnail answer is that Johnson fancies 


himself a great politician, but is one of the 
world's worst. He considers himself a smoothie 
when it comes to personal relations,, though 
actually he's a bungler. It was Johnson who 
neglected his personal relations with Chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services com- 
mittee, while the admirals were Buttering him 
up. 


But, as Secretary of Defense, Johnson has 


one quality absolutely essential to running 
the armed services of the United States. He 
can make decisions. He isn't always tactful 
about them, but when the brass hats Have 
finished talking to Johnson they at least know 
where they stand. 


Prior to Johnson's assumption of Office, the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff never came todecisions. 
Now they do. 


Defense Meetings 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff consist of Adm. 


Louis Denfeld, chief of Naval operations; Gen. 
Hoyt Vandenberg, chief of staff for air, and 
Gen. Omar Bradley, chief of staff of the Army. 
The three secretaries—Symington for air, Fran- 
cis Matthews for the Navy and Gordon Grey 
for the Army—sit with Johnson and the Joint ' 
Chiefs of Staff every Tuesday. 


When they leave the conference table there 


is nearly always either a definite decision on 
policy or a command to get mbre information 
in order to make the decision. In the latter 
case, Johnson will always set a date when the 
information must be on his desk. Sometimes— 
if told the information will take three months to 
collect—he replies: "Make it three." 


In addition to the Tuesday meeting of the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff, Johnson meets on Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays with the joint 
chiefs of his own staff. This consists of Under- 
secretary Steve Early, the assistant secretaries 
for defense, the joint chiefs and the research 
and development branch. 


Johnson goes the rounds of the services, 


calls on the Army, Navy and Air Force; and, 
if any conflicts develop, they are decidedly 
on the spot. The secretary of defense listens 
carefully to both sides, then saysr 


"We'll do it this way, gentlemen." 
Admiral Halsey in Reverse 
In making his decisions, Johnson shows a 


tremendous knowledge of the three services. 
Part of this was gained when he was assistant 
Secretary of the Army in the Roosevelt admin- 
istration, but part obviously was gained from a 
great deal of personal study. 


Johnson's decisions in favor of economy are 


now what have got him in so much trouble 
with the Navy, which had found a more sympa- 
thetic listener in James Forrestal, its former 
boss. However, Forrestal, harassed, tired, and 
anxious to please, frequently postponed making 
decisions in his latter years. 


This may have been what promoted Adm. 


"Bull" Halsey to testify at the secret hearings 
of the Richardson board on unification: 


"I am probably one of the lone Naval officers 


in favor of a single department (of national 
defense.) In other words, I believe in unity. 
I want a department headed up by someone 
who could tell them (the brass hats) to do this, 
do that." 


However, when Admiral Halsey got a sec- 


retary of defense who told the brass hats to 
do this, do that, he squawked to high heaven. 


Senators "Olsen and Johnson" 
A Negro messenger took the wind out of 


three Senators who were expounding the other 
day over an NBC television broadcast. 


The Negro dropped in just as Senators Ed 


Johnson of Colorado, Bill Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and Bourke Hickenlooper of Iowa were 
exchanging some profound ideas.

Senator Johnson's name then solemnly com- 
mented: 


"I've heard this Olsen and Johnson show 


before."

probably the mast unaffected man in the U. S. 
Senate. The Kentucky Democrat takes his job, 
but not himself, seriously. If it's more com- 
fortable to work in his office without a lie— 
off comes the tie. 


The same applies to his shoes—if he isn't 


talking to visitors. 


Withers was sitting thus comfortably dressed 


when the Senate bell rang, announcing a quorum 
call. Quickly, the Senator pulled on his shoes, 
but forgot his tie. And with his neck thus un- 
adorned he rushed onto the floor of the digni- 
fied Senate. 


Finally, Senator special officer Bill Brennan, 


who, also hails from the blue grass country, 
beckoned Withers into an anteroom. 


"Senator, do you know that you aren't wear- 


ing a tie?" he asked. 


"My goodness!" exclaimed Withers, feeling his 


necki" "you're right. What am I going to do?" 


Brennan solves the "crisis" by slipping off 


his own necktie, a snappy, multitoned job, 
and looped it on the Senator, who then answer- 
ed his name on the quorum roll call.

'Most oi them 30 years 
ago would have become burdens 
on society; today more than three- 
fourth's of them can play, work, 
and live happily without serious 
difficulty. 


Nearly three-fourths of all cases 


oi epileptic seizures begin beiore 
the age of 20 Although it is true 
that this disease has a liking for, 
and usually starts, in youth, it is 
no resppctor of sex, race, creed, 
or color. 


There is a hereditary or family 


tendency toward epilepsy. For- 
tunately 
this 
family 
tendency 


tends to deci'ease rather than in- 
create. The question of the mar- 
riage of epileptic patients and the 
desirability of their having chil- 
dren, however, is a complicated 
one and should be worked out by 
caieful tests, studies and confer- 
ences.

It is most important to choose the 
line you will like. 


7: Try to work for some rail- 


road during summer vacations. A 
railroad president must know a 
great deal about all types of rail- 
road work 


8: To get your first job, go with 


a letter of introduction, if pos- 
sible, to the man in charge, wher- 
ever you find there is an opening. 
Otherwise, go on your own, and 
use the personality you will have 
developed by that time. 


9. By the time your preparation 


is finished, you will undoubtedly 
have decided the kind of job you 
would like to have for permanent 
employment, and you should go 
after it in the same way you went 
after your first job.
